14 hour coverage." 
Data transmitted from the satellite 
will be relayed to the Environmental

The Automatic

television 
cameras will photo­ 
graph the scene they are viewing at any 
given time directly to the receiving sta­ 
tions, providing an instant view of local 
area weather from 
the satellite as

TIROS-M is America’s 20th TIROS 
weather satellite. All previous space­ 
craft achieved orbit and achieved or 
surpassed their mission goal,

ing back over 1.2 million television 
pictures of the earth’s weather.

Muskie plans 


legislation to buy 


back leases

WASHINGTON (UPD - Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie, D-Maine, the Senate's lead­ 
ing pollution fighter, said today he would 
introduce legislation to authorize the 
federal government to buy back all oil 
leases in the Santa Barbara Channel off 
California. 
"There is no reason to perpetuate 
the notion that the investment of the oil 
companies should take precedence over 
the protection of the rights of the citi­ 
zens of Santa Barbara, ’’ Muskie said in 
a statement released at a news confer- 
ence. 
Asked how much it would cost to can- 
cel the oil leases, Muskie admitted that 
he did not know. 
"We’ll have to develop that later,’’ 
he said. 
However, Interior 
Department law­ 
yers have estimated in the past it might 
cost more than $1 billion to settle all 
claims for oil and gas leases already 
granted to the oil companies. 
The coming legislation, Muskie said, 
would authorize the federal government 
to do whatever was necessary to abate 
oil leakage that has fouled beaches in 
the Santa Barbara area.

SACRAMENTO (UPD Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan pushed ahead today with a pro­ 
posed "clean air law" to sweep the 
skies of automobile smog, agriculture 
smoke and factory soot. 
The Republican governor said he was 
reaffirming his pledge to wage "an all- 
out war against the debauching of our 
environment." 
Reagan sent the legislature late Thurs­ 
day an omnibus package of bills aimed 
at strengthening California’s already 
toughest - in - the - nation smog con­ 
trols and giving the state new muscle 
to enforce them. 
Among other things, Reagan advocated 
allowing the state to regulate the chem­ 
ical makeup of gasoline, requiring ev­ 
ery new vehicle to be relatively smog- 
free, offering corporations financial in­ 
centives to use natural gas in their 
auto engines, banning open burning at 
private dumps, and finding better loca­ 
tions for power generators. 
If enacted by the legislature, Reagan 
said, automobile - caused hydrocarbon 
smog could be reduced by 80 per cent 
within a decade. Nitrogen oxide emis­ 
sions could be trimmed by 50 per cent. 
The program would be relatively inex­ 
pensive. 
Reagan’s 
major emphasis 
was on bringing into line private enter­ 
prise, particularly automobile manu­ 
facturers. 
The Republican chief executive said 
he wants to "crack down even harder 
on smog from cars and trucks and on sta­ 
tionary polluters like agricultural and 
indust rial burning." 
His chief targets were the internal 
combustion engine, open burning and fac­ 
tories. 
Specifically, Reagan proposed that: 
-Every new car sold in California be 
certified that its smog controls are ef­ 
fective 
and working. A dealer could 
be prosecuted for false certification. 
California Highway Patrolmen would ran­ 
domly check the vehicle s. The bill’s auth­ 
or is Sen. Lewis F. Sherman, R-Berk- 
eley. 
—The state Air Resources Board devel­ 
op a "practical" method of testing all 
cars, 
assemblyline style, starting with 
1972 models. 
—The state Air Resources Board be 
empowered 
to 
"significantly aner • 
chemical composition of gasoline. One 
bill would regulate the olefins hydro­ 
carbons in gasoline sold in the Los An­ 
geles South Coast Basin. Reagan said 
* this proposal alone would reduce auto 
smog by 10 per cent. The author is As­ 
semblyman Peter F. Schabarum, R-Co- 
vina. 
-An "attractive incentive" be offered 
firms to convert their automobile fleets 
to engines using both regular gasoline 
and compressed natural gas. Reagan sug­ 
gested reducing the tax on natural gas 
from seven to three cents on a volume 
comparable to a gallon.

-Special license plates be sold by 
the state with all revenue being chan­ 
neled into the smog fight. If only two 
per cent of motorists purchased the 
plates, Reagan said, $3.8 million could 
be raised. The bill is being carried by 
Sen. Milton Marks, R-San Francisco. 


-A ir pollution control districts be re­ 
quired in each county. They would be 
directed to file an anti-smog plan by 
July 1, 1971. The author is Assembly­ 
man Don Mulford, R-Piedmont. 


—These districts be required to regu­ 
late agricultural burning. The state Air 
Resources Board also would approve all 
orchard

Cairo acknowledged the Israeli raids 
and said its own air force launched 
retaliatory attacks against Israeli po­ 
sitions in the Sinai Desert, hitting an 
artillery base opposite Ismailia on the 
Suez Canal and at Talsalam, east of

Egypt said its planes struck 
Shadwan before the Israeli withdrawal. 
An Israeli announcement said the Is­ 
raeli paratroopers left Shadwan at 5 
p.m. 10 a.m. EST. 
They had been on 
the island for 32 hours and master 
of it for 29 during which time they 
brushed off an Egyptian bombing attack 
and drove off ajiproaching Egyptian tor­ 
pedo boats. 
The Israeli withdrawal announcement 
did not mention the radar station but 
a spokesman said Thursday night,

Committee, told the 
Senate Thursday he understood 
the planes would even be flown 
with the defects,

Air Force contends they will be 
safe if load restrictions are ob­ 
served. 
“ I 
sincerely hope and pray 
they are right,” Stennis 
said 
in a preliminary report on the 
controversial 
plane’s 
new 
structural troubles. 
Stennis 
said 
the 
plane 
also was having difficulties with 
its 
radar 
system and its de­ 
livery 
schedule 
may be set 
back further because of a strike 
involving its engine manufac­ 
turer, General Electric. 
The C5A is to be the world’s 
largest 
aircraft, 
capable of 
carrying tanks, 
bridges and 
heavy 
artillery 
to overseas 
trouble

as a technological marvel, but

Barrage of criticism 
over Hope Ave. project 


State Division of Highway of­ 
ficials ran into a barrage of 
criticism this week at an un­ 
precedented combined public 
hearing by the county and San­ 
ta Barbara city planning com­ 
missions on plans for a $7.5 
million Hope Ave. interchange 
on U.S. 101 in the Santa Bar­ 
bara area. 
The criticism from repre­ 
sentatives of multi • million 
dollar residential projects for 
retired persons, a subdivision, 
and a church bordering the free­ 
way area involved was echoed 
by that of a numt)er of plan­ 
ning 
commissioners 
them­ 
selves. 
As a result, in separate votes, 
both commissions agreed to 
drop the matter from their 
agendas for the time being, 
pending data to be gleai№dfrom 
a public hearing sometime next 
month as to design for the pro­ 
posed Santa BarbaraC rosstown 
Freeway several miles from 
the proposed Hope interchange. 
Ralph 
Lejonhud, 
assistant 
district engineer of the State 
Division of Highways, told the 
group that he was seeking ap­ 
proval at this time of the po­ 
sitioning of the interchange, 
and that full design could be 
debated at a jHiblic hearing 
later. 
But 
the planners reasoned 
that the six - tenths of a mile 
area involved In the Hope inter- 
cliange — which is partly in 
the city and partly in the un­ 
incorporated county area west 
of Los Positas Rd. — was only 
a segment of a wide - ranging 
U.S. 101 upgrading concept in­ 
volving the West Side Freeway 
and Crosstown Freeway, and 
all of these projects should be 
looked ^ as interrelated. 
Veteran county planner Dr. 
M.V. Duncan, of Lompoc, rap­ 
ped state highway engineers for 
building freeways and that aJ- 
iowed a mixing of local and 
through traWic to such an ex­ 
tend that multiple interchange 
complexes were made neces­ 
sary. 
Mrs. George Obem, Hope 
Ranch Park, told Lejonhud the 
state “ should rethink this proj­ 
ect . . . and consider rerout­ 
ing U.S. 101 over Camino Cie­ 
lo (the road 
atop the Santa 
Ynez Mountains north of the 
clty> perhaps starting from Car­ 
pintería." 


Legal counsel for a proposed 
condominium, a retired teach­ 
ers’ home and church on Mo­ 
doc Rd. paralleling the freeway 
complained that the interchange 
would force the proposed 8- 
lane freeway and r^lroad right 
into the front yards of units 
and take over parking areas. 
Lejonhud ctefended the Hope 
Interchange proposal on the bas­ 
is that increasing local traf­ 
fic needs in the area will re­ 
quire it. It would also tie in 
with a new pattern to be de­ 
veloped with a proposed new 
San 
Marcos 
Freeway inter­ 
change farther north, he said, 
and abandonment of off and on 
ramps at La Cumbre Rd. over­ 
pass. 
La Cumbre Shopping Center, 
just off La Cumbre Rd., is try­ 
ing to handle up to 36,000 in - 
bound and out - bound vehicles 
some days, said traffic engi­ 
neer D(Miald Fisher. 
He said 
unless some freeway tie-in was 
provided such as the H (^ in­ 
terchange, 
t h e traffic would 
choke city streets. 
Representatives 
of a pro­ 
posed million - dollar auto cen­ 
ter near La Cumbre Shopping 
Center asked that the state 
make its decision soon or it 
would be forced to proceed with 
its project. Present plans envi­ 
sion taking a large part of the 
project 
for 
the interchange 
along with a large slice of Peach 
Grove 
subdivision 
homes. 
Peace Grove residents were on 
hand to protest the state plans 
as presented in preliminary 
fashion.

George Gooden gives an 
excellent analysis of why 
South should open with four 
hearts. He starts with 13- 
point count. South has eight 
high-card and five distribu­ 
tion points for a total of 13. 
He does not open with one of 
a suit because he only has 
eight points in high cards. 
On the ofner hand South has 
eight probable tricks with 
hearts as trumps. Seven are 
in the trum p suit. The king 
of clubs is worth another 
half-trick as is the fourth 
club. 
To put it another way, 
South is not going to be hurt 
at four hearts and the four- 
heart bid might well shut his 
opponents out of their game 
in some other suit or in no- 
trump. This is actually the 
case. In spite of North hold­ 
ing four spades to the ace- 
king, East and West can 
make four-odd in spades. 
West d o u b l e s the four- 
heart 
opening. 
East 
con­ 
siders taking out to four 
spades but feels certain that 
he can beat four hearts. Who 
can really blame him? 
West opens the king of dia­ 
monds. If he could look at 
the South hand he would 
shift to a club in spite of the 
fact that his p a r t n e r sig­ 
naled come-on with the 10. 
Again—who can blame him? 
South ruffs the second dia­ 
mond. His problem is how to 
get to dummy so as to cash 
those two high spades. The 
jack of hearts is a possible 
entry. He can play the king 
and hope for the ace to take 
it but he decides a better 
way will be to lead a low 
heart. He turns out to be 
right. 
West ducks. Not that it 
m atters any more. Dummy’s 
jack holds the trick. Two 
clubs go on the ace and king 
of spades and a club is led 
from dummy. East ducks 
but South has no choice ex­ 
cept to play the king. It 
holds and South makes his 
doubled contract.

Spread this generously over the top of the tissue with 
a one-inch brush. Let dry, then iron on the WAXED PAPER 
side. I use a deckle cutter for the edges when the sheets

DEAR GIRLS—Even though Mrs. G. K.’s letter included 
a beautiful example of her method, I simply could not be­ 
lieve it could be done so easily and quickly and with no 
messy pasting. It worked great and takes far less time 
than other methods.

HOUSTON—(NEA)—The base­ 
ball reserve clause is illegal, 
but it does more good than harm 
and that, said nationally known 
attorney Percy Foreman, is 
the true test of law. 
“ The law 
is based on the 
greatest good for the greatest 
number of people and the rights 
of the public supersede the 
rights of the individual,” said 
Foreman. 
“So a Tom Sea- 
ver, say, might demand and get 
$500,000 a year. 
That money 
would not come from the club 
owner’s pocket, but from the 
salaries of the mill-run play­ 
ers. 
If the audits they print 
in the papers are accurate, 
then baseball teams in general 
don’t make money. 
And the 
only way the handful of super­ 
stars will be able to have their 
demands met without hurting 
the other players, is if each 
baseball 
owner discovers a 
gusher on second base.” 
Discussion on this subject 
came up when Foreman read 
that Curt Flood, ex-St. Louis 
Cardinal centerfielder, had his 
attorney, 
former 
Supreme 
Court Justice Arthur Goldberg, 
file a $1 million federal suit 
against baseball. 
Flood con­ 
tends that the reserve clause, 
which binds a player forever 
to a team, is illegal and keeps 
him in “ peonage” or slavery. 
Foreman is one of the na­ 
tion’s most successful civil and 
criminal attorneys. Among his 
headline clients were Candy 
Moessler and James Earl Ray. 
Foreman lives in Houston. His 
only connection with sport is 
that on Sunday afternoon, for 
one of the few times during 
the week he does not work, 
he likes to put a baseball or 
football game on television. Oh, 
yes, and in his long-ago youth, 
he wrestled for money in Texas 
against lumberjacks and other 
worthies. 
But, he adds, 
“ I 
have a fixed unalterable opin­ 
ion on every subject in the 
world.” 
Foreman said, “ Flood has 
a right fo say he Is a slave 
if he thinks he is. 
But a 
$90,000a-year slave is hard 
to feel sympathy for. 
“ But that has no bearing on 
the legality 
of 
the reserve 
clause. 
It is illegal. 
And if 
the case gets to the Supreme 
Court—and if it gets there they’ll 
handle it—Flood will win. This 
will lead to economic chaos 
in baseball and probably mean 
the dissolution of the game 
as we know it. 
“ The players will have won 
a battle, but I think they will 
have lost the war. The owners 
just can’t afford it. 
We saw 
this with the money fight be­ 
tween the American and Nation­ 
al Football Leagues. 
It ended 
in merger. 
If it hadn’t, the 
teams would have bankrupted 
themselves. 
“ The thing is, you can’t make 
one law to suit everyone. And 
there are lots of wrongs for 
which there is no remedy. The 
greatest good here is for the 
team as a whole and especially 
for those who are in baseball 
because it is a living for them 
and not a luxury. 
“ You can look through a knot­ 
hole and get a warped idea 
of a baseball game. 
You can 
also take a sentence out of 
context and thereby distort it. 
I think the reserve clause has 
been taken out of context. 
“ What all this boils down to,” 
said Foreman, 
“ is that the 
reserve clause is not a ques­ 
tion of law at all, but a ques­ 
tion of fact. 
As for the law, 
well, things have changed dras­ 
tically since 1922 when the 
Supreme 
Court decided that 
baseball was not a business but 
a sport. 
Now baseball is big 
business, the biggest. 
And 
that’s why, if the case goes 
before the Supreme Court now, 


Handman. the legal consult­ 
ant for our firm, who is an 
e x p e r i e n c e d negotiator of 
theatrical contracts. 


“If we hold out. we’ll look 
into the possibility of Cana­ 
dian football, but I don’t 
think it’ll come to that We 
think Steve, besides his abil­ 
ity on the field, will do a lot 
for pro football from a public 
relations standpoint.

Joe's Trade Is Transatlantic

LONDON — (N EA ) — If 
his American admirers had 
anything to do with it, Joe 
Gilmore, head barman at the 
Savoy Hotel, would be made 
British ambassador to the 
United States. 
Certainly his qualifications 
are 
impressive. 
P'or 
one 
thing, Joe, who was born in 


Belfast, has probably nursed 
m o r e Americans through 
hangovers than most British 
ambassadors meet sober in 
a lifetime. He gets over 400 
Christmas cards a year from 
grateful 
transatlantic 
cus­ 
tomers. 
Eor another, Joe is the 
soul of discretion. 
During 
private wartime gatherings 
he mixed drinks for such 
big-wigs as Winston Church­ 
ill and Dwight P^isenhower at 
their most unguarded What- 


ever secrets he may have 
gleaned from their conversa­ 
tions will remain safe with 
him to the grave. 
Then, too, the Irish bar­ 
man has a filing-c a b i n e t 
memory. He has Bing Cros­ 
by’s customary Scotch and 
soda waiting for him when 
the Hollywood star arrives, 
remembers that Liz Taylor 
prefers Jack Daniels sour 
mash whisky and how Frank 
Sinatra likes his martini. 
But Joe harbors no secret 
ambition to wear the striped 
pants of the British diplo­ 
mat. He is content to be the 
best barman in London. 
This year Joe will cele­ 
brate his 30th year with the 
Savoy, which was the first 
hotel in Europe to open an 
American bar, and hence the 
first to popularize the Am eri­ 
can cocktail. 
The Savoy thinks so highly 
of Joe that not long ago it 
sent 
him 
on 
a 
refresher 
course to the United States, a 
month’s “ bar crawl,’’ as he 
describes it, to learn what is 
new in the world of mix­ 
ology. 
“ About the only thing new 
I learned was from the bar­ 
man at the St. Regis, who 
taught me how to make a 
mint julep in ten minutes 
flat.’’ Joe recalls 
“ It used 


to take me twenty minutes, 
by which time 
the client 
would be panting.’’ 
Joe has read up on the 
history of the Savoy, and 
during a s l a c k afternoon 
likes to astound friends with 
such posers as, “ Did you 
know that the Savoy was the 
first hotel in Britain to have 
electricity, and the first to 
install elevators?” 
It was also the first hotel 
to have, a bathroom with 
every suite of rooms, an un­ 
heard of luxurv in 1889 when 
the Savoy first opened its 
doors. (The Victoria Hotel 
built at the same time had 
only four bathrooms for 500 
guests). 
The Savoy was built by 
Richard D ’Oyly Carte, the 
first producer of Gilbert and 
Sullivan operas, who shrewd­ 
ly set his sights for wealthy 
Americans then beginning to 
travel to Europe. 
To run his establishment 
D ’Oyly Carte hired two men 
whose names have since be­ 
come 
legend: 
Cesar 
Ritz, 
founder of the Ritz Hotel in 
Paris, and Auguste Escof- 
fier, who is probably the 
greatest chef of all time. 


Other c e l e b r i t i e s have 
b e e n associated with the 
Savoy. Johann Strauss was 
engaged to conduct Viennese 


waltzes 
in 
its 
restaurant, 
while 
Anna 
Pavlova 
once 
d a n c e d there in cabaret. 
Marconi made his historic 
experiments in a s o u n d ­ 
p r o o f e d room. In another 
suite Sarah 
Bernhardt al­ 
most died from an overdose 
of sleeping powders. 
All of this, of course, was 
before Joe Gilmore’s time, 
but he remembers vividly 
the war years and particu­ 
larly the night of April 16. 
1941, when a land mine fell 
outside the Savoy. 
“ It blew out every window 
on 
the 
river 
side 
of the 
hotel,” Joe recalls. “ Many of 
the g u e s t s were bleeding 
from cuts and wounds, but 
we were well organized to 
cope. 


“ Some of the hotel staff 
had had first aid training, 
while others were air raid 
wardens. Every night during 
the blitz the roof was fully 
manned bv fire-watchers on 
the alert for incendiaries. 
The hotel’s p r o x i m i t y to 
Waterloo station made it a 
prime target.” 


Joe remembers seeing Ed 
Murrow lying prone on the 
sidewalk outside the Savoy 
so that his microphone could 
pick up the actual thump of 
German bombs for his coun­ 
trymen across the Atlantic 


He r e m e m b e r s s e e i n g 
Quentin Reynolds on the roof 
weeping as he beheld London 
gutted by fire. 


The ranks of the Am eri­ 
cans who made the Savoy 
6 Personals 
bar their home during the 
war have now thinned out, 
as has the hair on top of 
Jo e’s head. But the hotel, it­ 
self, still maintains close ties 
w'ith the States. 


The 
Pilgrim 
Dinners 
to 
further Anglo-American re­ 
lations are still held in the 
Abraham Lincoln Room, as 
are the monthly luncheons 
of the American Chamber of 
Commerce and the Am eri­ 
can Correspondents’ Associa­ 
tion. 


Joe Gilmore has done his 
bit to cement transatlantic 
friendship 
recently 
by 
in­ 
venting a Nixon c o c k t a i l 
(Bourbon, gin. peach bitters) 
and a Moonwalk S p e c i a l

Freedom 'An Illusion

LONDON — ( NEA) — In 
the first sweeping change of 
1970, Britain’s 18-year-olds, 
all three million ot them, 
have copne into their own, 
legally speaking 
Thanks to new legislation 
lowering the age of legal 
maturity, 18-year-olis for the 
first time are eligible to vote 
in local and national elec­ 
tions. They can now marry 
without the consent of pa- 
lents or court. They can also 
enter legal agreements, bor­ 
row money, make a will. 
Until Jan. 1, 1970, young 
people had to be at least 21 
years of age before they 
could do any of these things 
.As a fringe benefit, an 18- 
year-old can now be 
hyj>- 
notized in public for enter­ 
tainment purposes. He can 
also 
r e c e i v e 
literature 
through the mails from his 
bookmaker All of these are 
Iruits of tlfe Fam ily Law Re­ 
form Act passed by Parlia­ 
ment last year to become ef- 
lective in 1970. 
So far there has been no 
public 
rejoicing 
as 
youth 
enters the promised land. 
For example, there has been 
no stampede of 18-year-olJs 
to gel married wit’iout their 
parents’ consent. 
Nor has 
there been any teen-age buy­ 
ing 
splurge 
such 
as 
one 
к might expect with the relax­ 
ing of credit facilit’es for the 
young. Teen-agers are play­ 
ing their newly found free­ 
dom very cool indeed. 
"Much of this freedom is 
in illusion,” a student at the 
Lon Jon School of Economics, 
just turned 18, explaineJ to 
me. “ F'or example, we can 
now vote in parliamentary 


elections, but we are not al­ 
lowed to become a member 
ot parliament until we are 
21. ” 


The lowering of the legal 
age limit here has created 
other anomalies. An 18-year- 
old offender will still get spe­ 
cial t r e a t m e n t in British 
courts and he will not be 
eligible for jury duty until he 
is 21. Under British tax laws, 
the teen’s investment income 
will continue to be lumped 
with that of his parents for 
income tax purposes. 


Surprisingly, 
there 
has 
been no rush of the young to 
take advantage of their new 
political 
privileges. 
More 
than a third of the 18-year- 
olds eligible to vote did not 
bother to register in time to 
be included-on the new elec­ 
toral roll, which comes into 
force in February. 
This means that more than 
u million young people have 
lost their right to vote in 
1970-71 


In this case, the teen-agers 
were not entirely to blame, 
since the registration form 
was sent to the head of the 
household, 
who 
was 
sup­ 
posed to fill in the names of 
all 
members 
who 
would 
reach the age of 18 by F'eb- 
ruary 15. 1971, together with 
the date of their 18th birth­ 
day. Many family heads ap­ 
parently found the instruc­ 
tions too confusing and ig­ 
nored them. 
Nevertheless, the political 
apathy of the young is con­ 
firmed 
by 
other 
sources. 
Last 
year 
the 
Lo n d o n 
borough of Bromley, for ex­ 
ample. 
invited 
3.600 
new 
young voters to a “ welcome 
to citizenship” party. Only 
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215 accepted the invitation 
and, of these, only 118 turned 
up. 
This 
year 
Bromley 
has 
dropped the idea of trying to 
interest 
youth 
actively 
in 
municipal affairs; instead, it 
will send the 14,000 new young 
voters in its area a free 
booklet outlining social serv­ 
ices. 
For many 18-year-olds the 
dawn of financial indepen­ 
dence has proved to be any­ 
thing but rosy. The reason 
for this is that they are find­ 
ing it hard to establish cred- 
it-worthiness at their tender 
years. 
Legally, 
an 
18-year-old 
may be able to get a mort­ 
gage but in practice his in­ 
come has to be so high as to 
put the house of his dreams 
out of reach “ For a sales­ 
man on commission, we like 
to take an average of income 
over three years,” says a 
spokesman for Abbey Na­ 
tional, o n e of B r i t a i n ’s 
largest building loan soci­ 
eties. " If he can show a 
steady income of $6,000 a 
year over three years, his 
application will go straight 
through.” 


Unfortunately, 
not 
many 
18-year-old 
salesmen 
c a n 
show 
s u c h 
earnings 
in 
Britain. 
The same is true of other 
goodies, such as color TV 
.sets and cars. 
Three big 
credit finance houses ques­ 
tioned said they would not 
approve loans to under-21s 
except where credit worthi­ 
ness was fully established. 


“ It’s not that we think that 
18-years-old are irresponsi­ 
ble,” a spokesman for M er­ 
cantile C r e d i t explained, 
“ but we want to make damn 
sure of their credit rating.” 


In practice this means that 
the 18-year-old, now trying 
his wings for the first time 
under Britain’s new reform 
laws, will still need dad’s sig­ 
nature if he wants to fly on 
the “ never-never,” as credit 
buying is called here “ A fi­ 
nancial guarantor for clients 
aged 18 will be a normal re­ 
quirement.”

The interest 
on Series Fi bonds may be re­ 
ported annually as it accrues 
or reported in a lump sum 
at the time of redemption. 
But the tax law writers 
have given a 
special tax 
break to those who are w ill­ 
ing to risk their capital in 
common stocks or in mutual 
fund holdings. The first $1(K) 
in dividends received Irom 
U.S. corporations is totally 
excluded from tax. Should a 
husband and wife be filing a 
joint return and if each has 
$1(K) or more in dividends 
from stock held individually 
or jointly owned, their divi­ 
dend exclusion is $200. 
(In 
community 
property 
states, dividend income is 
community income, one-half 
of which is owned by each 
spou.se. On joint returns they 
receive up to a $2(K) dividend 
exclusion and on separate 
returns each receives up to a 
$100 exclusion regardless of 
whose name is listed as the 
owner of the securities.) 
No portion of one spouse’s 
unused $100 dividend exclu­ 
sion may be claimed by the 
other. If the wife, for ex­ 
ample. receives only $40 in 
dividends as a result of stock 
owned either individually or 
jointly, she will receive only 
a $40 exclusion. The husband 
is restricted to his own $11K) 
exclusion and may pick up 
no part of the unused $60 ex­ 
clusion of the wife.

During the waning months ofthe Johnson administration there 
was much talk about a credibility gap between the government 
and the people, especially in the all-important matter of the 
war in Vietnam. 
In a very open and commendable interview with the Christian 
Science Monitor, 
former 
Vice President Hubert Humphrey 
has recognized that gap, and recognized the administration’s 
part in creating it. 
Mr. Humphrey gave ready credit to President Nixon for 
doing “ very well in holding support on Vietnam, not only 
holding it but building on it.” He added that he thought the 
President did it “ by going to the people,” in contrast to the 
Jc^nson approach to a difficult problem.

The former Vice President said as much to President Nixon 
in their talk following the inauguration. “ I felt that if any mis­ 
take was made that was of major significance in the previous 
administration 
it was that we possibly did not communicate 
well enough with the American people,” he told the Monitor. 
He added that President Nixon, like President Johnson, asked 
the people for time, but that Mr. Nixon “ laid out his program 
to the people in rather broad outlines but in sufficient detail” 
and “ demonstrated by action that he did have a program.”

WASHINGTON (NEA) 
The evident severe decline of the Viet 
Cong as a military and especially as a 
political force is the biggest story in 
South Vi^nam these days. It was re­ 
ported ouy belatedly, and is still not 
well - expl^ned. 
By now we are all 
familiar with the fact 
that American re­ 
porters cm hitchhike 
or drive in unescor­ 
ted 
civilian 
cars 
through 
territory 
that long was con­ 
trolled by the Viet 
Cong. 
Hardly a 
major 
newspaper, 
news 
magazine or television network has miss­ 
ed telling us lately of this opening up of 
the 
Vietnamese 
countryside. 
There 
seems rather wide agreement that only 
around 10 per cent of South Vietnam’s 
village population remains under tight 
Viet Cong control. The rebels’grip is ev­ 
en broken on some land held without 
interruption from the very outset of the 
war. 
It is being reliably estimated that 400,- 
000 South V ietnamese refugees have re­ 
turned to their old 
villages and an­ 
other 350,000 have been settled in new 
ones. Villagers nearly everywhere have 
begun managing their own affairs—some 
bolding local elections, many setting up 
local defense units to guard the towns, 
the bridges and the roads from maraud­ 
ing guerrillas. 
If these stories are accurate, then the 
working base of the Viet Cong is largely 
gone. There must be few areas from 
which they can draw recruits, taxes and 
vital rice supplies. The major question 
must be: 
Whatever haf^oed to the so-called 
“ civil war” ? 
The answer is not at all clear. Nor 
is it plain why we now have a spate of 
stories depicting the wide sweep of 
this change in the countryside, yet heard 
so little of the change while it was 
going on. It is hardly a phenomencm 
that could hav^ sprung full-blown in a mat­ 
ter of weeks. 
Many reporters on the scene are sug? 
gesting that countless veteran Viet Cong 
fighting men and political officials are 
either dead — killed mostly in the fam­ 
ous Tet offensive of 1968 — or have de­ 
serted their old cause. 
Only in a few tSktances is it being 
hinied that Viet Cong officials may sim­ 
ply be lying quiet for a time. With U.a 
troop 
withdrawals giving them fresh 
opportunities for widened control, this 
would 
seem an odd time to fall quiet 
and let the villagers reassert the*.'- 
selves. 
The probabilUy that the Viet Cong are 
seriously diminished in strength is of 
commanding significance. It means that 
the regime in Hanoi can no longer oper­ 
ate successfully behind the facade of the 
“ war of liberation” in South Vietnam. 
It is 0(^able that right now the un­ 
certainties regarding the enemy revolve 
not around what the Viet Cong may do 
but around what the North Vietnamese 
army .regulars may do. The news is the 
stepped-up infiltration rate from the 
north, and the miesslng is focused on 
what that portends for lat«» January 
or February of 1970. 


Obviously, those forces are still capa­ 
ble of causing big trouble. Most local de­ 
fense units and many newly equipped 
and better - trained South Vietnamese 
regulars have not been tested in all- 
out battle. Another Tet offensive, aimed 
at these forces but perhaps highlighted 
by easily mounted rocket assaults on the 
cities and U.S. bases, would reaffirm 
the credibility of Hanoi’s armies as a 
fighting force. 


Yet there is no clear sign today that 
the North Vietnamese regulars will un­ 
dertake a really large drive. One ques­ 


tion is how well - supplied they would 
be with the materiel of war. Another has 
to do with their feeling, the forces 
from the north expert to live off the 
countryside. Unless they lie back in the 
protected preserves of Cambodia, this 
has been made extremely difficult by the 
decline of the Viet Cong — which no 
longer seems able to build up stores of 
rice or backup caches of ammunition. 
So the enemy's Intentions and csq>abil- 
ities in the next few months are great­ 
ly in doubt. But the doubt concerns it­ 
self with the men in Hanoi, not the thin- 
ned-out leaders of the fading Viet Cong.

Platitudes” in insisting on the need for 
reducing defense spending so that more 
money can go into urgent needs in 
health, education and welfare. 
“ Aside from these astonishing atti­ 
tudes on defense,” the article says, 
“ Laird has also taken a decidedly do­ 
vish stand on Vietnam. 
White House 
sources contend, in fact, that Laird 
appears far more concerned with speed­ 
ing American disengagement from the 
war than he does with South Vietnam’s 
possible loss to communism.” 
From the left of center Laird has 
long been a target for his champion­ 
ship of Safeguard and for the cautious 
pace of the Vietnam phase out. If he is 
concerned at being caught in this cross 
fire, he shows no signs of it. 
Vietnam!zation of the war is No. 1 
priority. 
At least two hours of his 
Pentagon day he devotes to working over 
and revising a big chart on the phas­ 
ing-out process. 
Marked top secret,
